As to the Fight the 11th of this 
Month in Flanders, "tis look’d on here as unfortu- 
nate, becanfe "twas not altogether fo fuccefsfal as 
might have been wifh’d ; but the Confequences will 
fhew that ic is not fo advaniagious ro the Enemy as 
they give ont: At leaft the Court find their Confo- 
lation in the Spirit and Firmnefs the King’s Troops 
fhew'd in the Action; wherein the Situation of the 
Ground coniribured to the advantage the Allies 
boat of. We are the more sejoye’d at the taking 
of Torrofa, becaufe ro the 7th it coft us but 142
